Scandals in South Carolina Are Now 
To Be Aired. 

Columbia, S. C., September 15.—The state 
board of control met in Columbia this even- 
ing to take action looking to the investi- 
gation of the dispensary scandals.

Atlanta, Ga., and mailed contempo- 
raneously to many other persons through 
out the country, in which you undertake 
to reply in behalf of the Southern Railway 
Company to my letters of July 23d and 2th, 
addressed to Chairman Trammell. 

“Tl am extremely glad that, although you 
approve of the silence with which Chair- 
man Trammell thought proper to treat 
the matters to which I directed his atten- 
tion concerning the violation by the South- 
ern Railway Company of the constitution 
and laws of the state of Georgia, you have 
deemed it appropriate to make reply there- 
to, even after this long interval of time. 
The reason for my pleasure is that it not 
only enables me to deal directly in the 
discussion with the responsible ‘head of the 
Southern Railway Company, but it gives 
to the people of the state an opportunity 
of securing from you that full and com- 
plete answer to a number of questions 
which are seriously occupying the public 
mind, and to which alone the Southera 
railway and those connected with it can 
make full answer... 

“The subjects under discussion are of too 
great importance to the public for if to 
care at all for any personal controvérsy, 
and although exception might be taken 
on my part to some of the expressions ap- 
gen to me in your letter, I am too deep- 
y sensible of the real importance of the 
issues to suffer these expressions to in any 
way interefere with their proper discus- 
sion, All that I desire, and I feel sure 
that on refliesticn you will ccncur witn 
me, is that the fullest and most complete 
understanding may be given to the public 
of the railroad situation which now exists 
in Georgia. I regret that you should not 
have seen fit to sooner reply to my letters 
of July 23d and 27th, while the facts there- 
in contained were fresher in the public 
mind. I fail to perceive why the injunc- 
tion suit brought by Mr. Averill, as re- 
ceiver of the Port Royal and Augusta rail- 
road, and so earnestly supported upon the 
hearing by the answer of the Southern 
Railway Company and the arguments of its 
able counsel, should have been anv greater 
Obstacle to an earlier reply than is the 
injunction issued upon the 10th of Septem- 
ber at the suit of certain merchants of 
Augusta, and now pending and undisposed 
of. The only reason which Suggests ftself 
is that perhaps the attitude and relation 
of the Southern Railway Company to these 
two suits was different. 


The State Constitution. 


“As I understand your letter, you chal- 
lenge the accusation brought by me against 
the Southern Railway Company that it 

Owning stocks in railroad com- 
panies and is controlling and operating 
railroad lines in the state of Georgia in vio- 
lation of her constitution and laws.

“To further carry out this constitution 
in 1893 the legislature of Georgia enacted 
that no foreign corporation shall exer- 
cise within this state any corporate pow- 
ers or privileges which by the constitution 
or laws of Georgia are denied or prohib- 
ited to corporations created by this state 
or the exercise of which is contrary to the 
public policy of this state, anything in the 
charter or corporate powers of said foreign 
— to the contrary notwithstand- 


“It must therefore be apparent that j 
the Southern Railway Company owns <a 
in another corporation of the state of Geor- 
_ With which it is in competition, or if 
t has made any contract or agreement 
with any corporation in the state of Geor- 
gia which may have the effect of defeating 
competition, or of encouraging monopoly 
such agreement is contrary to the laws 
og public policy of the State of Georgia 
8 in violation of her constitution and will 
piace the Southern Railway Company in 
the attitude of a law breaker. 


The Central and Southern.

"I understand from your letter that you 
admit the ownership by the Southern rail- 
way of the Atlanta and Florida - railroad, 
also of the old East Tennessee line. If | 
am correct in the assertion that stripped 
of all form the ownership of the capital 
stock of the Central railread rests with the 
Southern, and if you were correct in your 
Statements in Savannah, that the Central 
had passed under the control of the South- 
ern, a8 such stockholder, then I am unques- 
tionably correct in my statement that the 
Southern railway owns and controls three 
competing lines between Atlanta and Ma- 
con, Ga.,-and I submit that I am not only 
correct in that statement that such owner- 
ship is- in violation of the constitution and 
laws of this state above quoted, but that it 
is specially in violation of the law under 
which you operate the main line of the 
ere raiyway between Atlanta and Ma- 

“Ll am informed that you operate the line 
of railroad from Rome to Brunswick under 
the powers concentrated in a charter grant- 
ed by the state of Georgia in 1881; that por- 
tion of the road from Macon to Rome was 
built under that charter. That charter ex- 
pressly provides: 

"No railroad or express company or 
companies, or a combination of either; 
controlling or running a competing line of 
railroad, either as owners, lessees, or oth- 
erwise, nor any individual or individuals, 
having a controlling interest in any such 
competing company or companies, shall be 
or ,become, at any time, owner or owners 
of a controlling interest in the said rail- 
road herein chartered, and should such 
company, companies, individual or indi- 
viduals, at any time become so interested, 
then the charter herein granted shall be 
ipso facto hiwll-and void, and the fran- 
chises, powers and privileges thereof shall 
cease and determine absolutely. 

“If these facts do not substantiate the as- 
sertions of my letter of July 23d, then I 
submit that the legislators of the state of 
Georgia in their constitution and laws pro- 
hibiting monopoly and encouraging com- 
petition merely uttered a lot of meaning- 
less sentences, which corporations may de- 
fy at pleasure, with impunity. 


Georgia Southern and Florida. 


“It is not my purpose to take up seriatim 
each of the assertions of your letter. The 
intelligent public will péreeive that if the 
Statements which I have controverted are 
incorrect it necessarily follows that the rest 
of your letter is mere argument based 
thereon and must necessarily fall. I de- 
sire, however, to briefly challenge your 
statement as to the railroad situation at 
Macon, Ga. Concerning the attitude of the 
Central and the Georgia railroads I do not 
care to Say more. However, I ask whether 
you can produce a single instance in which 
the Georgia railroad or the Central of 
Georgia have adopted measures or taken 
action contrary to the expressed wishes 
of the Southern Railway Company. I am 
quite sure that if they ever have the pub- 
lic has never been apprised thereof. So far 
as the ee yo Southern and Florida and 
Macon and Birmingham railroads are con- 
cerned; in regard to the former, I simply 
desire to quote from your letter of July 10, 
1895, written to the Macon chamber of 
commerce, in“which you say, 'As regards 
the Georgia Southern and Florida, the 
Southern Railway Company and its friends 
control not all, but only a majority of 
the securities.’ When and how have the 
Southern railway and its friends ceased to 
contro] the 4najority of these securities? 
Is it not true that you are the president of 
this company and is it not true that you 
control its operations? In regard to the 
Macon and Birmingham railroad, it is a 
well-known fact that shortly before the 
Sale of that railroad under foreclosute a 
large portion of its bonds were sold and 
purchased in the interest of the Southern 
Railway Company. It is also known that 
those same bonds were tendered by the 
purchasers, Edwards & Parsons, in part 
payment for the Macon & Birmingham 
railroad. It is also well known that the 
confirmation of the sale was resisted by 
the complainants in the suit under which 
the Macon and Birmingham was sold and 
that the attorfiéys for these plaintiffs pro- 
posed to examine under oath Mr.. Lewis 
Garrard, who had negotiated the sale of 
these bonds for the purpose of showing 
that the purchase of the road was in the in- 
terest of the Southern Railway Company, 
and that the bonds had been sold to them 
or ‘its friends.’ Mr. Garrard declined to 
testify fh the case and claimed his privi- 
lege as an attorney, which the court sus- 
tained, when Single word from his lips, 
had the fact been otheretee would have 
entirely relieved the Southern railway 
from all connection with the transaction 
and cleared his clients from the belief that 
they were merely its representatives. 


Messrs. Parsons and Edwards. 


“Zhe public do not understand h 
Mesars. Edwards & Parsons, brokers, of 
n, with no interest in the southern 

situation, should buy:.a road like 


your railroad company saw fit to 
change its terminus from West Point, Va., 
to Norfolk. They would also find that the 
Seaboard Air-Line, so far from resisting 
your efforts to do, did nothing of the kind, 
but admitted vour right to come to that 
port, you having made arrangements over 
an existing line to reach the same. That, 
upon arrival at the port of Norfolk, you 
were tendered by both of the boat lines 
doing business on the bay, and which af- 
forded all the competition that the business 
warranted and all the facilities that the 
business could support, your choice of the 
routes you would/use to forward your busi- 
ness; that one of these routes was in no 
way connected with the Seaboard Ajir- 
la4ne, but was a route with which your 
own company was doing business to Bos- 
ton. They would find that, despite every 
effort to induce you to adopt this course, 
and despite the fact that it was shown to 
you that any other course would prove op- 
pressive to the: existing boat lines and 
destructive to their revenues to be derived 
therefrom, and was wholly unnecessary to 
promote competition, you persisted in put- 
ting on a third and useless and expensive 
boat line: that your only other proposition 
involved the creation of a company with 
a capital stock equal to the investment in 
both of thé boat lines, when the business 
was not sufficient to more than pay the 
interest upon one such investment; that 
you did not make your ship investment 
prior to this protest, but persisted in 
making it after your attention had been 
called thereto. After having thus disturbed 
the situation, oppressed the existing boat 
lines by an unprofitable act whose only re- 
sult could be to cripple them and cause 
loss to their owners of th@ investment 
therein, you now claim that the dis- 
turbance which followed your action and 
was produced thereby, was inaugurated by 
the Seaboard Air-Line and not by the South- 
ern railway. This was not a case where 
the Seaboard Air-Line sought to throttle 
competition, to exclude you from existing 
facilities and monopolize those facilities 
to itself, but it Was a case where an 
abundant competition existed, where you 
were offered a choice of the competitive 
lines and equal facilities with all com- 
petitors, and where it was presented to 
you, and cannot be success ully contro- 
verted that your course would destroy 
existing investments and by such destruc- 
tion tend to drive out facilities now in ex- 
istence and to produce a monopoly of 
transportation between Norfolk and Balti- 
more on the waters of the Chesapeake bay, 
and that despite all of the foregoing you 
persisted in your course, made the ag- 
gressive movement and are now claiming 
that the results produced by your own 
wrong were inaugurated by another. Verily, 
the fable of the wolf and the lamb at the 
stream has many modern imitators. 
Could Not Be Delivered. 

“T note what you say concerning the 
controlling portion of the capital stock 
of the Seaboard Air-Line having been of- 
fered to you for sale, Permit me to say 
to you that whatever offer may have been 
made and declined by you, you were mis- 
led into believing that it was an offer of 
the majority of such capital stock. Nov 
person controlling or able to deliver a ma- 
jority of such stock has ever made you 
any such offer. If you believed that the 
person from whom the ofler came was 
able to make the delivery the tae ee 
would have been far more desirable than 
some of the other purchases of competitive 
lines which have been made by the South- 
ern railway and not a whit more violative 
of law or public policy. 

“You have seen fit to controvert my 
statement that the Seaboard Air-Line was 
making more net per mile than the South- 
ern railway, and for purposes Which I do 
not care to discuss, but which must be 
manifest, you have seen fit to publish a 
comparison between the figures of your 
annual report for 1895 and certain figures 
claimed to show the earnings of the Sea- 
board Air-Line. The correctness of these 
latter figures I have not had time to in- 
vestigate. You also see fit to attack the 
earning capacity of the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern railway. It should be well 
known to you, as a railroad man, that 
no new railroad, running through such 
territory as exists in the south without 
unusual conditions, could realize its natu- 
ral earning capacity until after some years 
of operation. The Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern railroad as not been operating 
more than four years. Its earnings have 
been increasing regularly and gsatisfactori- 
ly during every year of its operation. Its 
expenses have been decreasing as the road- 
bed become3 older and more settled. It 
has now arrived at a point where it can 
properly be classed as a self-supporting 
road. Its capacity for increase and de- 
velopment is such that it promises to be 
one of the best railroads in the Seaboard 
System, and no critical observer of its 
operations would have classed it as a ‘dead 
road.’ But to come to the present time, 
since you challen figures, let us take the 
earnings of the uthern railway and the 
Seaboard Air-Line for the year ending 
June 30, 1896. Turning to your report 
and accepting your basis of net profits as 
the true result, I find that your system 
has, during the year, on a mileage of 4,654.33, 
without paying any dividends whatever 
upon any of the preferred stock, $566,458.19; 
the Seaboard Air-Line with 950 miles, $182,- 
432.02; which is over and above all fixed 
charges, interest, rentals and other like 
deductions, Of this amount it has paid 
out $24,346.50 as dividends upon stock, and 
has carried to surplus account $158,076.52. 

“The net earnings of your system per 
mile has been $119.56; the net earnings of 
the Seaboard Air-Line, excluding dividends, 
$196.45; deducting the amount paid for dfvi- 
dend $166.39 per mile. From the first of 
July to September 7th your statements show 
that your earnings have decreased upon the 
Southern railway alone $192.450 below the 
corresponding period for 1895-6, while the 
net earnings of the Seabcard Air-Line 
in@teased for the month of July, 1896, over 
those of July, 1895, $11,495.01. I have not 
the reports for August at hand, but there 
has beem a corresponding inarease for 
August and the first week of September. 
These figures speak for themselves. 

“Tt notice that you do not challenge my 
statements as to the far greater capitali- 
zation of the Southern railway over the 
Seaboard Air-Line. It ig perhaps wise that 
you do hot, as this comparison would be 
quite as striking. 


Seaboard and the Association. 


“Your attempt to divert attention from 
the real meiéts of the matter presented by 
insisting that the Seaboard Air-Line, in its 
protest dgainst physical pools in business 

d boyfotts, was not sincere and has been 

f tmproper conduct, will not serve 


any 1 purpose. It is true that, the 


not but choose to operate in connection with 
the Southern railway. It is also true that 
the Southern Railway Company did not 
surrender the lease of the Northeastern 
railroad, but that the Richmond and Dan- 
ville Railroad Company, of which the 
Southern is the successor, defaulted upon 
the payment of the interest on the bonds 
of the road indorsed by the state, 
that the state was compelled to pay these 
bonds, to re-take possession of the road. and 
has not yet been able to reimburse itself 
therefor, and is a great loser by the failure 
of the Richmond and Danville Railroad 
Company, or of the Southern, to carry out 
the lease obligations. 


As to the Special Attorneys. 


“As your letter purports to bea complete 
reply to all matters in mine affecting the 
Southern Railway Company, and as it is 
a carefully prepared piece of special plead- 
ing to the several charges therein contain- 
ed, it is fair to assume that those matters 
not denied are to be taken as admitted. [ 
note that you say nothing in regard to the 
peculiar class of attorneys employed by the 
Southern Railway Company, whose duties 
appear to have no connection with litiga- 
tion, nor do you see fit to mention any of 
the statements in regard to the political in- 
fluence which the Southern railway seeks to 
exert. 

‘There may be some matters in your letter 
which I have overlooked, as I have not 
sought to reply in detail to all of your 
statements, but there is one matter in con- 
clusion to which I wish to call attention. 

“You note the fact that certain railroads 
which are natural connections of the Sea- 
board Air-Line, but which you have ab- 
sorbed while owning competing lines, could 
have been purchased by the Seaboard Air- 
Line, and were not bought by it. 

“In regard to the Macon and Northern rail- 
road, permit me to say that at the request 
of the people of Macon, the Seaboard Air- 
Line did, aftér an examination of said road 
and an investigation of its earning capact- 
ty, make a fair business proposition for its 
control. But railroads which purchase prop- 
erties for the sake of their operation can 
never afford to offer as much therefor as 
those who acquire them for the purpose of 
enlarging a mnfonopoly, and the Seaboard 
Air-Line could not have afforded to pay in 
cash the price tn new securities which the 
lines controlled by the Southern saw fit to 
offer, 

Seaboard Not a Monopolist. 

*“‘As to the Atlanta and Florida being of- 
fered to the Seaboard Air-Line, you are mis- 
taken in that statement. It was never so 
offered. Had it been it is doubtful if the 
Seaboard Air-Cine would have wished to 
purchase a property confessedly not self- 
supporting. But this portion of your letter 
betrays the impress of the capitalistic ten- 
dency of mind which inspires those who 
dominate the Southern Railway Company. 

“It is assumed that if the Seaboard Air- 
Line is not willing to purchase and to own 
any of the railroads in the state of Georgia 
or elsewhere, which it deems important as 
connections, the Southern Ratlway Company 
is quite free to buy them, and that such 
purchase is merely a proof of progress on 
the part of the Southern. That such pur- 
chases are in violation of the laws and the 
constitution seems to go for naught. That 
the Seaboard Air-Line has the right not to 
purchase these roads, and yet to insist that 
the Southern Railway Company, while own- 
ing competitive lines should likewise re- 
frain from purchasing them, seems to bea 
matter of no moment. 

In short, if you have the money to make 
the purchase or can induce those who own 
properties to sell them for new securities, 
the constitution and laws of thé state, or 
the public policy of the land ts not to stand 
in your way. 

Aggregated capital may consider this spe- 
cies of management more progressive than 
a compliance with the law, but the people 
do not so consider, and will sooner or later 
démand the vindication of their violated 
constitutions and statutes. Very respect- 
fully. a EK.

Maxwell alone was reason for a change of 
venue. That when Mr. Maxwell said there 
was a wonderful abatement of the excite- 
ment against Ryder, it was evidnece that 
there had been great excitement.

Judge Butt overruled the motion for 
change ‘of venue, and among other things, 
stated that he did not believe from Dr. 
Bardwell’s evidence at the last court that 
Ryder had been drugged, and did not be- 
lieve that the doctor intended to convey 
that impression. He asserted that, so far 
as the inflammatory articles sent to the 
newspapers were concerned, they were in- 
tended to prejudjce the public mind more 
against the court than the prisoner.

State Announces Ready. 


After calling its witnesses, the state an- 


nounced ready. 

The defense “called a large number of 
witnesses, many ‘of whom did not answer, 
and then asked for time for consultation.

Ryder made affidavit that Mrs. Stinson, 
if present, Would swear that on Friday pre- 
vious to the Sunday of the murder, she 
was in his office and that he acted so 
strangely while filling her teeth that she 
left the office. 

Her husband, Henry Stinson, said she 
would not swear to that, but that she was 
in Ryder’s office and the work was done. 
When she went home she told him Ryder 
was a rouge operator and that he spoke 
to her of the Misses Owen. 
The defense claimed that Stinson did not 
know what his wife would swear to. 

Judge Martin said Ryder must have a 
very strange kind of insanity to know how 
strangely he acted and what Mrs. Stinson 
would swear to.

Article That Was Objected To. 

The article in The New Era which the 
defense claims has prejudiced the people 
against Ryder was published under the 
head “Cause of Mob Law.”

“The righteous hanging of the two negro 
rapists in Columbus is but another monu- 
ment to the slow and tedious methods of 
the criminal courts of this county. If the 
court, which met in this county last week 
to try W. L. Ryder for the assassination 
of one of the loveliest of God's creatures, 
had acted promptly when it was known 
that the prisoner was drugged to keep him 
out of court, it would have done much to 
enable the officers of the law to control 
the exctted: populace in Columbue—but 
such, was not the case and the Columbus 
people did not know when the

It is true that the Louts- 
ville and Nashville claims ownership of 
lease and it is true that Thomas & Ryan 
bought in whatever right or interest the 
Central had left in it, after the failure of 
the Central railroad, but it is not true that 
the Georgia railroad directors have the 
matter under consideration in any shape 
or that any steps are now being taken to- 
ward litigation between Thomas & Ryan 
and the Louisville and Nashville to deter- 
mine any conflicting claims between them. 


NORFOLK AND WESTERN SOLD. 


Railroad $22,000,000 in Debt Is 


Knocked Down at $3,000,000. 

Norfolk, Va., September 15.—The Norfolk 
and Western ratiroad system and the 
Lynchburg and Durham branches was 
sold here today by George E. Bowden and 
Charies Sharp, special masters, under an 
order of the United States court, under 
the foreclosure of what is Known as its 
one hundred-year mortgage. 

It was sold to George Coppell, J. Kenne- 
dy Tod, Victor Morawetz and W. E. Glyn, 
all of New York, who represent the reor- 
ganization committee of the bondholders. 
There was only one bid—$3,000,000—the min- 
imum fixed by the court, and that was 
made by Mr. Coppell for fo reorganization 
committee. The property was knocked 
down to him at the sum named, subject, 
however, to a mortgage indebtedness up- 
wards of $22,000,000. About nine hundred 
miles of the road and equipment was in- 
cluded in the purchase today. The rest of 
the system, the Maryland and Washing- 
ton and the Lynchburg and Durham 
branches, 330 miles tn all, will be sold at 
Roanoke tomorrow.

EXPENDITURES APPORTIONED 


Property Owners Pay the Same as 
They Did Last Year--The 
Registration, 


Macom Ga., September 15.—(Special.)— 
The commissioners of Bibb county met to- 
day and fixed the county tax levy for this 
year at $8.44 for $1,000, or 84 4-10 cents per 
$100. 

This is the same rate as last year. 

The total appropriations or expenses of 
the county for the year are $161,158.06. The 
taxes from railroads ‘is $10,328.98 and there 
is $17,250 cash on hand, leaving $136,176.73 to 
be raised. 

The appropriation for public bridges this 
year is $17,990.45, which is a larger amount 
than usual, is caused by the building of 
a new iron bridge over the Ocmulgee river. 
The public works appropriation is $10,000, 
This is due to the drainage of the swamp. 
The appropriation for the public schools 
Is $48,881.65, about $3,000 more than last year. 
The appropriation for jpublie roads is 
$12,597.65. These four items of bridges, 
drainage, schools and roads amount to $839,- 
469.75. 

Other appropriations are: Superior court, 
$16,761.24; city court, $10,673.08; courthouse, 
$2,957.89; jail, $6,618.38. These four items go 
hand in hand and amount to $37,010.57. 

Other appropriations are: General ex- 
penses, $18,797.93; Roff Home or county hos- 
pital, $10,299.58; pauper account, $4,292.86; 
— jurors, $300; ordinary’s jurors, 
0440, 

Registration. 

The negroes in Bibb have been quite ac- 
tive today and yesterday in registering for 
the state election.

FLOYD’S TAX RATE IS REDUCED. 


County Commissioners Knock Off a 
Quarter Per Cent. 

Rome, Ga., September 15.—(Special.)—The 
county commissioners of Floyd county have 
fixed the tax rate at 1 per cent. Last year 
it was 1% per cent, but the tax returns 
this year show an increase of $90,000 In 
property Valuation anv the commissioners 
look forward to about $12,000 in railroad 
taxes, which it is thought will meet the 
current expenses of the county. 

Another hopeful aspect is the marked de- 
crease in the expenses of the county. The 
coucts show lighter dockets and there is 
a decided falling off in litigation. The 
reduction of the tax rate has been received 
with much egatisfaction by the people of 
Rome who have bee:n so hard pushed. 

The city taxes have also been reduced 
from $1.25 to $1.10, which has still further 
lightened the burdens of the tax payers.

He developed it up to twenty 
or thirty horse power and was so delighted 
with his success that he tore up the ma- 
chine so as to prevent any possibility of 
the discovery of his secret. 

He is now trying to interest capitalists 
his invention.

EXPORT AND IMPORT LIKENED. 


Bureau of Statistics Shows the Work 
for Corresponding Times. 
Washington, September 15.—The chief of 
the bureau of statistics reports that the 
total values of the exports of merchandise 
from the United States during the month 
of August, 1896, and during the eight 
months ended August 31, 1896, as com- 
pared with similar exports during the cor- 
responding periods of the preceding year, 
were as follows: August, for 1896, $68,652,- 
667; for 1895, $55,980,619; eight months ended 
August 3ist, for 1896, $570,982,453; for 1895, 

$499,387, 403. 

In August last fRe exports exceeded the 
imports by $19,194,342. 

In August, 1895, the excess of imports 
over exports was $15,131,324. 

During the eight months ended August 
31, 1896, the excess of exports over imports 
was $99,760,019, and the excess of imports 
for the corresponding period of the pre- 
ceding year was $36,350,416. In August, 1896, 
the imports of gold exceeded the exports 
by $2,073,341, and during the eight months 
ended August, 18%, the excess of exports 
over imports was $24,793,301. The excess of 
exports of silver over imports during the 
eight ‘months ended August, 1896, was $33,- 
219, 459. 


BIG INTEREST-PAYING MONTH. 


Treasury Being Depleted To Pay, /Pre- 
miums on Bonds. 
Washington, September 15.—For the first 
half of September the treasury receipts 
have aggregated $12,000,000 and the expendi- 
tures $12,651,000, heaving a small deficit so 
far. The neceipts are running $2,000,000 
lighter than for the same period of last 

September. 

But expenditures are being kept down 
and it is probable that at the énd of Sep- 
tember a slight excess of receipts over ex- 
penditures will be shown. For the eleven 
weeks of the current fiscal year the deficit 
foots up $24,000,000. This deficit will be In- 
creased during October to nearly $30,000,000, 
as October is a heavy = interest-paying 
month. 

The recent heavy tmportations ‘of gold 
is beginning to be felt in the treasury 
cash, and the gold reserve now footing up 
$114,000,000. As this reserve increases the 
legal tender holdings, for which the gold 
is exchanged, are declining. United States 
notes now in the treasury amounts to $73,- 
000,000, a loss of $14,000,000 within a month. 

The total cash in the treasury, including 
the gold reserve, is stated at $242,500,000.

MOODY IS A CAPTIVE 


He Helped Mac Miller To Escape from 
Two Deputy Marshals. 


DARING DASH FOR FREEDOM 


Placed Under $300 Bond by Unitea 
States Commissioner Boyles. 
Tried Yesterday. 


S. 3. Moody, of Harralson county, the 
man who so daringly assisted Mac Miller 
to escape from revenue Officers several 
weeks ago, was brought before United 
States Commissioner Broyles yesterday, 
having been captured after weeks of hid- 
ing. 

Commissioner Broyles fixed his bond at 
$300. The case will come up for trial the 
first Monday in October. 

Mac Miller had’ been arrested for violat- 
ing the internal revenue laws. Moody was 
his friend, ard while Miller was in the 
courthouse at Buchanan, Harralson county, 
awaiting trial, Moody asked the officers if 
he could speak to him. Consent was given 
and he called Miller aside. As quick as a 
flash both dashed out ef the door with 
Moody shielding Miller from the officers. 
A horse and buggy was in waiting, and the 
two men got away. 

The occurrence created the widlidest ex- 
citement at the time. The escape was ob- 
served by at least a hundred people who 
were crowded into the courtroom, It seems 
almost like an impossibility that two men 
should succeed in such an undertaking 
when they were surrounded on all sideg by 
deputy marshals. It could never have been 
done had not both men thoroughly under- 
stood each other. The two had not had a 
single opportunity to confer with each oth- 
er. The whole thing was managed hy 
Moody. He saw his partner arrested and 
determined to help him if the barest chance 
should offer itself, knew, of course, that 
should he fail he would go to prison or have 
to pay a large fine or possibly sentenced 
to pay a fine and suffer imprisonment also. 

With genuine friendship for Miller he de- 
termined to risk his own freedom. He drove 
ahead of the officers when Miller was being 
conducted to the courthouse and tied his 
horse outside of the courthouse, being care- 
ful to have the Knot tied so that it could be 
loosed at once, and the horse’s head in the 
right direction for flight. 

When he gained consent to speak to the 
prisoner he beckoned to Miller to advance 
a few steps aside that their conversation 
might not be heard. As soon as Miller 
reached him he gave the signal to run, and 
both tore from the courthouse. Moody 
blocked away the first officer who tried to 
interrupt his friend’s flight, very much asa 
football player would block off a rival play- 
er from the man on his own side who Was 
carrying the ball. 

Before the people in the courthouse could 
realize the situation Moody and Miller were 
dashing down the road at breakneck speed. 
The horse was running for all he was 
worth, and soon bore the men safely out of 
sight. 

All searching for the pair has been in vain 
until yesterday, when Moody was caught 
and brought to Atlanta by Deputy Marshals 
Duke and Scott, the two officers from Whom 
Mac Miller made his escape. 

The deed was one of the most daring re- 
corded in Haralson county in a long time, 
and it was feared that the officers might 
never recover the desperate men, Miller 
has not been seen since, 

Sam Kilvey also of Haralson county, was 
brought before Judge Broyles yesterday, 
charged with selling whisky without a li- 
cense. His bond was fixed at $100, and in 
default of its payment he was sent to jail.

The letter of notification written by 
Senator William Vincent Allen to Mr. 


' Bryan, informing him of his nomination 
-for the presidency by the populist con- 


vention, emphasizes more than any doc- 
ument which has preceded the great and 
controlling issue of the present national 


campaign. 


Rising far above the ordinary level of 
party influence, Senator Allen takes a 


‘broad and patriotic view of the situa- 


tion an@ holds forth in a light clear 
and distinct the purpose which should 


‘animate every American patriot upon 


approaching the ballot box in November. 


‘To understand his position, a retrospec- 


tive view will not be out of place. The 
democracy, which since the foundation 
of our goverumeént has been the haven 
of the common people, has at all times 
represented their wishes and enforced 
their desires whenever they reached the 
point of legislative achievement. The 
only break in this continuity of devotion 


‘to the people has been within a compar- 


atively recent period; and even then the 
fault committed of subserviency to spe- 
cial interests was in the effort to break 
the chains of despotism which held 
down the southern states. But the time 
came when the.greed of the money 
power demanded its pound of flesh, and 
it was in that crucial moment that the 
men who started populism, bolding the 
place of the Venetian judge, demanded 
that, if Shylock did proceed to take what 
he called his own, it should be without 
shedding one drop of blood. In the 
struggle of the last four years, wherein 
millions of voters despairing of success 
within the democratic ranks went into 
populism; and wherein the millions who 
remained within the fold fought the 
more desperately to throw off the night- 
mare of oppression, this country has 
witnessed the greatest upheaval which 
has taken place since the days of Jef- 
ferson. The national conventions met. 
The republicans at St. Louis, embolden- 
ed and buoyed up by the moneyed inter- 
ests, declared straightout for the single 
gold standard. The democratic conven- 
tion at Chicago, with the mighty effort 


of throwing off the incubus which had 


weighted it down, made itself once more 
the vehicle of the popular wish and the 
treasury of the popular heart. It nomi- 
nated for the presidency a man who pre- 
eminently presented the one single, great 
issue which had wrought the revolution 
ending in the repudiation of the elected 
president, and in the declaration that 
other and better principles should pre- 
vail.

“Your nomination,”’ writes Senator Al- 
len to Mr. Bryan, “by the people’s party 
wvwas not therefore made with any 
thought that you were a populist, or that 
you accepted all the doctrine declared by 
‘the St. Louis platform.”’ 

Going farther in order to set at rest 
the clamor of those who would create 
4livision between men marching together 
in a common cause, Senator Allen 
writes: 

Tt has at no time been expected, nor is 
it now, that you will abandon your ad- 
herence to the Chicago platform: nor 
that you will accept all that is declared 
by the people’s platform, however more 
gratifying the latter would be to the 
populists. 

And then, continues Senator Allen, in 
order to show what is the real ground 
of union between the patriots of today— 


The people’s party will exact of you no 
promise further than t“ose made in your 
public utterances and exemplified in a 
life devoted to the welfare of the race; 
nor will we ask you to abandon the party 
of which you are an honored member. 
In your nomination our party has risen 
above mere partisan surroundings, 
adopting the high plane of patriotism, 
believing that a division of forees would 
result in thé election of William Mc- 
Kinley, the foremost advocate of a deep- 
ly burdensome and unnatural taxation 
and the criminal policy of gold standard- 
‘sm, resultihg ultimately, if not in some 
manner checked, in the complete de- 
struction and disintegration of our form 
of government.

| maintained there is but one great ques- 
tion before the people, that of freeing 
our financial policy from the grasp of 
those who would squeeze it for their 
own selfish purposes. But this state- 
ment has always been made with the 
full knowledge that the completion of 
the republican scheme of gold standard- 
ism would fasten the grip upon the 
country of a money monopoly which 
would control not only its business but 
its legislation. The culmination of what 
was foretold by The Constitution has 
come much sooner than was expected. 
The fact that organized wealth had al- 
ready made insidious inroads upon leg- 
islation is well known. 

Now that the lines are formed, that 
the silver forces have gotten together, 
and that William J. Bryan is their 
leader, that man is neither a patriot nor 
a lover of his kind who would attempt 
to sow dissession, or to belittle the 
cause in which the people are aroused. 
All this idle talk about the withdrawal 
of Mr. Sewall, or the withdrawal of Mr. 
Watson, is but the work of those who 
would sow dissension and who hope to 
gain political advantage out of the 
wreck of the cause of the people. Mr. 
Sewall was nominated by the democratic 
convention for the vice presidency; and 
it is true that he lost his state, as was 
expected. Mr. Watson was nominated 
for the same office by the populist con- 
vention; and it is equally true that when 
the October election takes place he will 
lose his state. So that, so far as the 
two vice presidents are concerned, they 
stand even. The duty of the hour is for 
fusion upon the electoral tickets in the 
doubtful states, as is being accomplished 
inso many states of the union. The vice 
presidential candidates must remain 
where they are until the end. But it is 
the duty of the friends of both candi- 
dates to see to it that, in the division by 
which they seek to forward their inter- 
ests, the principal upon the ticket shall 
not be sacrificed. This fusion of the 
electoral vote is progressing satisfac- 
torily, and its further completion may 
be left to the patriotism of those in 
whose hands it rests. The campaign is 
progressing satisfactorily, and it only re- 
mains for the people not to permit of 
division, nor to listen to those who have 
no real interest in the accomplishment of 
the great reforms which are demanded 
by the exigencies of the times. Certain 
it is, that without the accomplishment 
of the great work which is the central 
thought of the present campaign, those 
other reforms which are so neeessary 
can never be reached.

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McKinley and the Mills. 

We observe that the republican breth- 
ren are doing their utmost to prevent 
any further discussion of Mr. McKin- 
ley’s celebrated campaign slogan, “It 
is better to open the mills to labor than 
our mints to the silver of the world.” 

The truth is, they perceive that fhis 
Statement, which they hailed at first as 
a sort of campaign axiom that was to 
leap from column to column of the gold 
standard press, gathering glory for its 
autiror and gaining votes for the eor- 
rupt organization which he represents, 
is a delusion and a snare on its face. Al- 
literation is an alluring trap, and the 
editors fell into it as no doubt McKinley 
did himself when the glittering phrase 
crept, snakelike, into his mind. ‘They 
fell into the trap, and now they are 
extricating themselves as best they can 
With wry faces and broken bones. 

The great difficulty is that the work- 
ingmen are looking at things in this 
campaign in a very practical way, and 
they find that McKinley's apt alliteration 
will not bear analvsis. How can the 
mills be opened to Tabor as long as their 
home markets remain practically de- 
stroyed ? Mr. McKinley says that a 
higher tariff will restore prosperity to 
the mills by enabling them to demand 
higher prices for their products? Well, 
they can demand higher prices now— 
there is no law against it, and no compe- 
tition except, that which they would 
have under a higher tariff. But the 
great question confronting the manu- 
facturers is precisely the question 
that confronts the farmers and all other 
producers: how are they to get profitable 
prices for their goods, for the products 
of their labor? When the farmer and 
producer feels that he needs a part of the 
product of the mills, he is also con- 
fronted by a serious question—the most 
serious of all—“‘where am I to get the 
money to pay for these necessary goods 
after I have paid my debts and taxes?” 

All these questions must be answered. 
and answered correctly, before Mr. Me- 
Kinley’s celebrated slogan can be paint- 
ed on campaign banners with any hope 
of attracting votes. The information 
we have from all parts of the country 
goes to show that the working classes 
and laboring men are taking unusual 
interest in this campaign. They are 
not saying much, but, as the phrase goes, 
they are sawing a good deal of wood. 
They know that after McKinley has 
reimposed ‘his famous tariff. which, after 
all, is about the same as that now in 
existence, under the gold standard the 
mills of the country will be in no better 
condition to demand higher prices than 
they are today. They can demand 
higher prices now, but how could they 
get them? We may be sure that the 
mills are not sacrificing their products 
or putting up their shutters for the fun 
of the thing. Prices have fallen lower 
and lower for the purpose of enticing 
buyers, and it is certain that if consum- 
ers had the money to buy, the mills 
would not be idle another hour. 

Consequently, when Mr. McKinley 
Says, it is better to oven our mills to 
labor than our mints to silver, he is talk- 
ing nonsense. He may not know it, but 
the workingmen know it, and they are 
preparing to make the most of their 
knowledge. The great trouble now is 
that the market for the products of the 
mills has been practically abolished by 
_the gold standard. The money that has 


made that market a profitable one is 


"that which is received by the farmers 


and those who handle our crops of cot- 
ton and grain. ‘The amount of that 
money has been cut down by the de- 
preciation of the market value of these 
crops, the surplus of which has to be 
sold in foreign markets in competition 
with that of silver countries. In addi- 
tion to this disastrous result of the gold 
standard, there has ‘been a tremendous 
contraction of the currency during the 
past three years, and this has also 
made money dearer, scarcer and harder 
to get. 

The workingmen have at last discover- 
ed that if Mr. McKinley could build up 
a tariff wall as high as the Washington 
monument, the mills would not be ena- 
bled thereby to add the value of a cent 
to the price of their goods.

Why Labor Is Unemployed. 

In a recent editorial, The Philadel- 
phia Press, one of the best informed 
organs of the money power, ascribes the 
present condition of the farmer to the 


who would ordinarily buy largely of his 
products are now without employment. 

To strengthen the proposition, The 
Press undertakes at some length to 
enumerate the unemployed laboring men 
of the United States, as if ignorant of 
the fact that such a calculation was in 
itself one of the very strongest argu- 
ments in favor of bimetallism. 

The Press estimates that the number 
of laboring men dismissed from the 
various industrial and manufacturing 
establishments of the country on account 
of hard times is no less than 2,073,000. 

Since these figures are furnished by 
one of the organs of the money power, 
the charge of exaggeration can hardly be 
preferred by the advocates of the single 
gold standard. To proceed with the 
argument, it must be conceded that the 
failure of 2,078,000 men to buy of the 
farmer, in the usual quantity, is ecal- 
culated to injure him in a very great 
measure; but just in this connection the 
question arises, how does it happen that 
such a vast army of men, as the one 
represented by these figures, is idle and 
unemploved ? 

Loyal to the republican theory_of pro- 
tection, The Press attributes the present 
condition of things in this country to 
the Wilson tariff bill. _Obviously, how- 
ever, to one who has studied the merits 
of the question, this explanation is alto- 
gether insufficient. The difference be- 
tween the tariff, under the Wilson bill. 
Which averages about 40 per cent, and 
that under the McKinley bill, which 
averages about 45 per cent, is entirely 
too small to account for such conditions 
as those which prevail at this time. 

To strike the root of these evils, ft is 
necessary to touch upon the monew ques- 
tions. The reason why so many mills are 
idle and so many thousand laboring men 
are thrown out of employment is fully 
explained by the fact that. more money 
is needed in circulation. Any other ex- 
planation is altogether too superficial, 
and until the volume of the currency is 
increased by the restoration of silver to 
its coinage rights, the commercial de- 
pression which has prevailed in this 
country for the past few years Is apt to 
continue. It is to the single gold stand- 
ard, therefore, that our present hard- 
Ships -are due. Instead of benefiting 
the farmer by giving employment to idle 
labor, The Philadelphia Press would 
keep the laboring men of this country tn 
idleness by preserving the iniquitous 
policy which is now in operation. 

But while the single gold standard is 
largely responsible for the suffering 
Which prevails today in the ranks of 
labor, it has injured the farmer in a 
two-fold measure. In the first place, it 
has reduced the value of his products, 
and in the second place, to quote the 
figures of The Philadelphia Press, it 
has almost entirely taken away from him 
the trade of 2,073,000 customers. 

So instead of making an argument for 
the single gold standard by showing that 
the present condition of the farmer is 
due to some other cause, The Philadel- 
phia Press has really made a strong and 
convincing argument in favor of bi- 
metallism. If the farmer has suffered 
grievously for the reason contained in 
the figures furnished by The Press, it is 
also true that both the farmer and the 
laboring man have alike suffered from 
the harmful effects of the single gold 
standard. 

What the farmers of this country need, 
and what the laboring men of the coun- 
try need, is a standard of finance which 
places silver on the same equal footing 
with gold. As soon as that is done, the 
mills of the country will start wp again, 
labor will find employment at better 
wages, and the farmer will get such a 
price for his products as will enable him 


to live in contentment and happiness. 
— > - 
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The Patriotism of the Gold Standard. 
Underneath the flimsy disguise which 
the money power has assumed in this 
campaign, the real explanation of the 
fight which is being made with so much 
bitterness on free coinage can be dis- 
tinctly observed. Expressed in a nut- 
shell, it is nothing more or less than a 
deliberate schenie on the part of the 
money power to contract the nation’s 
curreney; and the single gold standard, 
though calculated to produce great 
havoe, is only one of the methods by 
which this result is to be obtained. 

To fully establish the truth of this 
statement, it is only necessary to cite the 
former contentions of the money power 
and contrast them with its present atti- 
tude on-the money question. 

Three years ago the same men who 
are now advocating the single gold 
standard as a remedy for existing evils 
were clamoring for a repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman act. It 
was claimed Ay these false prophets that 
a repeal of that clause would restore na-

else was needed to promote the welfare 
of the American farmer and that just as 
soon as the purchasing clause of the act 
was repealed he would begin to reap the 
just reward of his labor. 

Ofie of the most conspicuous of these 
prophets who is now engaged in uphold- 
ing the single gold standard, Dr. Chaun- 
cey M. Depew expressed himself in an 
interview published in The New York 
Tribune, July 22, 1893, as follows: 


The repeal of the silver purchase 


clause of the Sherman act of July 14, 
1890, will release money here and bring 
money from abroad. It will do infinitely 
more, it will permit the use of credits 
which are now so fearfully curtailed and 
which constitute 95 per cent of the cur- 
rency of the country, 
Such was the earnest fight which the 
money power of the. country made in 
favor of repealing the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act that the day was 
carried and the clause in question was 
repealed. 

But what was the result? Did money 
immediately begin to circulate in this 
country, as Dr. Depew and his col- 
leagues so glowingly predicted? If it 
did, the laboring people failed to expe- 
rience the satisfaction of having a sin- 
gle dollar added to their yearly earnings. 
On the contrary, their wages were re- 
duced, and as much suffering never pre- 
vailed among the masses as during the 
years which have since followed. The 
farmer has met with one disaster after 
another, while his crops have netted him 
far less than the care and labor bestow- 
ed upon them shoula command. Mer- 
chants have likewise suffered from the 
paralysis of hard times and failures 
without number have been recorded in 
all parts of the country. Establishments 
both large and small have been forced 
to the wall on account of the stringency 
of the money market, and many banks 
have found it necessary to suspend bus- 
iness. It is no exaggeration to say that 
such a period of stagnation and depres- 
sion has never been known in this coun- 
try as the one which has followed the re- 
peal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act. 

Notwithstanding the utter and ridic- 
ulous failure which they have made as 
prophets, the same men who advocated 
a repeal of the purchasing clause three 
years ago now come forward with 
brazen audacity and uphokl the merits 
of the single gold standard. 

Having been deceived once by the 
spurious logic and affected patriotism of 
these men, the people are not apt to be 
SO easily deceived again. Moreover, 
they have madea thorough study of the 
money question and they realize the fact 
that national prosperity will continue 
to be a dream and a delusion until silver 
is restored to its former place in the 
currency of the nation. 

Should the money power succeed In 
this outrageous scheme to defeat« bi- 
metallism, the next step in order will 
be to retire the greenbacks. 

In spite of the frantic appeals which 
these false prophets are now making, the 
people of this country will not allow 
themselves to be deceived again. In- 
Stinctively they recoil from the single 
gold standard, and the more they study 
it the more abhorrent it, becomes. 

When gold and silver were both ear- 
ried to the mints, under equal condi- 
tions, this country prospered as it never 
has since and the farmer realized a 
good price for everything he produced. 

Until this condition is restored there 
can be no permanent national prosper- 
ity.

At his room in the Planter’s (St. Louis) I 
had a half-hour with Mr. Bryan this morn- 
ing. He is in rugged health and high spir- 
its. His voice is husky, but strong; ample, 
in volume as in quality, to be heard by 
20.000 people at once. 

Bryan will talk to you in private with a 
frank freedom, engaging to those who are 
wont to find men who are expecting high 
things and abroad in the pursuit of great 
offices very clams for reticence. Mr. Bryan 
will talk, but declines to be quoted. Still I 
learned much from him as to the hopes and 
the plans which he {is willing men should 
know. 

As a first matter, it might be said that 
Bryan is absolutely confident of November 
victory. He does not boast this, but it 
shines in his eye, rings in every word, This 
optimism is common to candidates. Still, 
in Bryan’s case there must be granted a 
cooler head and a trick of personal diffi- 
dence that tends to discount the raptures 
of admirers and the glory of good news 
poured in, and which leaves him with sage 
and balanced conclusions, 

Bryan is not personal, nor given to self- 
Tove at this juncture. He attributes the 
popular outpouring wherever he goes to 
sympathy for the issues, anxiety for better 
conditions. It is weary humanity, desper- 
ate with long making of bricks without 
straw, seeking a way out of captivity. 

In his discussion of affairs as they stand 
I learned much of the young candidate’s 
views touching results to come in states 
which republicans claim as doubtful, as 
well as in others which they claim as $eir 
own.

It is better for the popular effect to have 
it thought that the McKinley military 
chest is poor, and, then, the Hanna people 
prefer to select the men on whom to lavish 
their treasure, rather than to have the 
men select themselves. Hence all this 
Hanna wail of poverty. 

Last night in one speech Bryan referred 
to McKinley’s phrase that he “would pre- 
fer to start the mills of the country, rather 
than the mints,” and said it reminded him 
much of a man who said, when his horse 
balked, that if he could only get his wagon 
started he could then start the horse.

SOME GEORGIA STORIES. 


Some of the Georgia negroes have a 
queer superstition as to graveyard dirt. 
An instance of this is found in the case 
of a negro who was wanted for some of- 
fense over in Brooks county, and who had 
been dodging about Valdosta for some 
time. Sheriff Conolly and Marshal Wade 
went to Valdosta and secured track 
hounds, and then went to Hahira, where 
they took a buggy for a point four or five 
miles west of that place. The negro was 
picking cotton in a field when he learned 
that officers were after him. He dropped 
his cotton bag and took to his heels. Pass- 
ing through a little country church yard 
he filled his shoes pretty full of graveyard 
dirt, to keep the dogs fronr getting his 
track. This was not as effective as he 
supposed it would be, for in half hour’s 
time after he left the dogs had his track 
and were following it at lightning speed. 
The negro was tracked for twelve miles 
and was caught in the river swamp, The 
officers returned with him that night. They 
say that the negro put up the best race 
they have ever seen and though the dogs 
overtook him several times he managed 
to whip them back and Keep up,his race 
for liberty. 


The old gunboat at the foot of F street, 
in Brunswick, was used during the late 
war and has been a great curiosity for a 
number of years. But it is fast settling in 
the mud and will be out of sight before 
many more tides. It has a thrilling war 
history. 


Among the sports of olden times the 
hunting clubs were prominent everywhere. 
In Camden county one of the most famous 
of clubhouses in this country was built 
at Bear Hammock, and kept under the 
supervision of General John Floyd. It 
was there that the Camden County Hunt- 
ing Club, organized in 1832, held its meet- 
ings, made its rules and imposed its fines. 
The charter members of this club were 
Charles R. Floyd, Richard Floyd, Henry 
Floyd, John Floyd, Ben Hopkins, J. H. 
Dilworth, James Holzendorf, John Holzen- 
dorf, Alex Hvlzendorf, P. M. Nightingale, 
William Berrie ard Henry duBignon, Sev- 
éral members joined afterwards. The club 
dress wes a scarlet jacket and black panta- 
loons, and a fine of 500 copper caps was 
imposed on Alex Holzendorf at one meet- 
ing for not having on the regulation dress. 
No member was to be absent from the 
meetings unless by good excuse, and James 
Holzendorf was fined 1,000 copper caps for 
one absence. After the day’s hunt, some- 
times with the luck of sixteen deer, an 
elegant dinner was served before the dis- 
persing. The seventeenth rule read: “Game 
is considered by the club to be deer, bear, 
hogs, cows, bulls, wildcats and turkeys.”’ 
Wiid cattle and hogs abounded in the 
woods in those days, the latter living to 
an old age, which was told by the tusks, 
sometimes eight to ten inches long, 

Among Brunswick's old and respected 
citizens is Mr. G. W. Horton, living quiet- 
ly out the length of his days. In 1836 Mr. 
Horton was stage driver between Bruns- 
wick and Thomasville, before the time of 
railroads. At that time the old Oglethorpe 
was built and lived in by Mr. Joseph du- 
Bignon and the stable for the stage coaches 
was just back of it.

All is not serene in the Populist camp. A 
great deal of dissatisfaction is developing 
among men who have been prominent in 
party ranks heretofore, and the apple of 
discord is found in the person of the man 
whose name is at the head of the populist 
State ticket in this campaign. It begins to 
look as if the accrobatic effort of the 
young man from Floyd to ride both popu- 
list and prohibition horses, has resulted 
disastrously. Both horses have bucked, and 
the youthful rider Stands in imminent 


‘danger of being run over by both. 


A populist leader whose home is a north- 
east Georgia county, where the party has 
heretofore had considerable strength, was 
expressing his view of political affairs at 
the union dépot yesterday afternoon, 
“Some of our leaders at headquarters are 
hot over the way leading prohibitionists 
have come out against Seab Wright,”’ said 
he, “and they are using pretty strong lan- 
guage in expressing their views about these 
traitors, as they call them. They expected 
to draw every prohibitionist in Georgia to 
Wright and are very sore. But they’re not 
the only sore ones,’’. he continued. “Up 
our way the populists are pretty sore over 
the idea of having to vote for Seab 
Wright. Why? The reason is plain. Wright 
has nevér yet said he was a populist and 
everything he had said about our party 
before he was given the nomination was 
uncomplimentary. He’s simply trying to 
ride into office on the work of those of us 
who have been true to the party from the 
Start and we don’t like it.

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“The talk you hear about the growth of 
the silver sentiment among the farmers of 
Michigan does not seem,to be exaggerated,’’ 
said Judge Ernest Konts. 

“IT have a cousin who ts a successful 
farmer in one of the best counties of Mich- 
igan,’’ he went on, explaining his first 
remark. “He has been a republican, but 
will vote for Bryan. He writes that many 
of his neighbors, who have heretofore voted 
the republican ticket will also vote for 
Bryan. The silver sentiment’is undoubted- 
ly very strong among the farmers of that 
State.”’ 

The man who wrote this letter lives in a 
county heretofore strongly republican, 
made so by the fact that the farmers were 
almost to a man republicans. The same 
condition of affairs is reported from other 
sections of the state and it looks as if 
the democratic ticket is certain to carry’ 
that heretofore republian state. 


“Il think the democratic outlook with us 
is brighter than it was two years ago. l 
believe we will carry Paulding and that 
the counties about us are in better shape,” 
remarked Hon, W. E. Spinks, the well 
known democratic leader whose home is at 
Dallas, “‘I] don’t think the nomination of 
Seab Wright has strengthened the populist 
ticket any. We find a good many populist 
who will vote the democratic ticket, both 
state and national, because of the Dold 
stand the party has taken-for silver. They 
say that they are not going to let any 
side issues overshadow the great main 
issue, but that they are going to vote with 
the democrats this year, at least. 


“Maine? Muaine means nothing. Why if 
the majority for the republican ticket up 
there had been 100,000 the result would not 
have affected a single vote in any of the 
other states where votes count.’’ 

The speaker was Mr. John I’. Martin, an 
Onhioan, who was here yesterday. 

‘i'm a bryan democrat with a’‘big B,”’ 
continued Mr. Martin. “‘And i’m not the 
only one in Ohio, I can tell you that. We 
are going to give the McKinley gang a 
good run for their money right in their own 
state. it may seem too much to hope that 
we will carry Ohio, but stranger things 
have happened, The silver sentiment is 
very strong among the people of Ohio, 
and the republicans are spending barrels of 
money in trying to stem the tide, 

‘As for the other central states, where 
the fate of the election hangs,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘democray is all right. The results in 
Vermont and Maine will have no more 
effect on Indiana, Illinois, Michigan or Min- 
nesota than the Alabama and ArkKansas 
results will effect Pennsylvania, The peo- 
ple are thinking for themselves this year. 
it is now simply a question how much cor- 
ruption work Hanna’s fund will accom- 
plish—without that, Bryan is sure ofa 
sweeping vitory. I believe he is sure to 
win despite the republican use of money, 
and despite the blowing and blustering of 
the republican managers. And you may be 
sure that Maine don’t count.” 


An interesting addition to the literature 
of the campaign is a pamphlet containing 
the intervews wth Hon. George T. Barnes, 
which were published in The Augusta 
Chronile in 1893. Major Barnes has been 
from the first a stanch advocate of the 
restoration of silver, and the interviews 
which are now republished show not only 
complete grasp of the subject, but 
prove his powers of prophecy. So clear 
was his insight into the conditions then 
prevailing and impending that his proph- 
ecies of what would follow have all come 
true.

Editor Constitution—The northern and 
eastern papers have devoted considerable 
space recently to atatistics as to the cost 
of producing silver in the large mines, all 
of which being for the purpose of praying 
that the white metal can be profitably 
mined at less than the present bullion 
price. “Half a truth is all a lie,” and the 
maxim is quite applicable to the subject 
in hand. Vet us look for a moment at the 
mountain’s side of the story. 

Yor more than a year I lived in Creede, 
Col., which at one time was undoubtedly 
the greatest silver camp in the world. 
Among my acquaintances there was a 
prospector seventy years old, still robust 
and still confident that he would some day 
“strike it rich,’’ as every true prospector Is 
until death puts an end to his disappoint- 
ments. 

Ever since his vouth this man had year 
after vear worked a “grub stake,” never 
dispairing, ever confident that his latest 
lead was a veritable bonanza. and when 
this, like all the others proved worthless, 
always ready to start out again with his 
Wurro and tools to spend another season in 
the hills. He has not yet found a claim to 
reward his labor, although he is recognized 
all over Colorado as one of the most ex- 
pert prospectors and best judges of mineral 
in the west. 

Will our “sound monévy” friends contend 
that his time spent and labor performed 
for nothing are not just items to charge in 
the cost of producing silver? 

It is manifestly impossible to accurately 
determine how much time, labor and money 
is spent by these prospectors and the men 
who “grub stake’’ them, but it has been 
estimated that the amount so spent makes 
every ounce of silver mined cost fully $2.

Six stockholders of the Georgia Building, 
Loan and Savings Association have asked 
the Fulton superigg court to wind up the 
affairs of the concern. It is claimed that 
the building assoctation-is Insolvent and 
that its directors and officers have deserted 
it, leaving only. one official in charge, Mr. 
M. A. Hale, acting manager. 

Wednesday morning a bil! was filed in 
the clerk’s office by Tompkins & Alston, 
representing the stockholders, asking the 
court to hear the case and grant an in- 
Junction restraining Mr. Hale from dispos- 
ing of any of the property or assets of the 
association, and requiring, the association 
to show cause why a receiver should not 
be appointed to straighten out the affairs 
of the association. 

Judge Lumpkin read the petition and set 
the case for a hearing next Saturday.. He 
directed that the present status of the com- 
pany’s business be not changed until that 
time. The association was organized in 
1890 and in 1893 it did quite a business. 
Since that time the property and securities 
of the association have depreciated in value 
ond now the association is alleged to be 
in a hopeless state of financial wreck. 

The share holders represented in the 
suit filed yesterday are: C. C. Tucker, E. 
Currier, C. M. Shattuck, C. E. Tucker, L. 
C. Williams and M. F. Shattuck, all of 
Virginia. 

Will Be a Legal Battle. 

The announcement in yesterday’s Con- 
Stitution of the fact that Judge Lumpkin 
had declined to interfere in the sale of cer- 
tain bonds and stocks of the Georgia Min- 
ing, Manufacturing and Investment Com- 
pany was read with considerable interest 
by the legal fraternity and the large num- 
ber of persons interested in the affairs of 
the company mentioned.

WANT IT WOUND UP| 


MORE INJURY TO THE CROP. 


The Weekly Bulletin Contains Dis- 
couraging News to the Farmers. 
The week has been an unfavorable on¢ 
for the farmexs of Georgia. Little rain 
and continued hot weather has added in- 
jury to the already badly damaged crops. 
All late products have nearly been ruined 
by the drought. Weather Forecaster Mar- 
bury’s weekly crop bulletin issued yester- 
day is a rather discouraging document, It 

is as follows: 


“The past week has been one with 
abundant sunshine, high temperature and 
practically no precipitation, consequently 
all reports are complaints of injury to all 
crops and failure of some. Cotton is about 
all open and picking is progressing rapidly 
with little or no interruption. It is vhe 
general belief that the entire crop will have 
been picked by the middle of October at 
latest, while many of our correspondents 
think it will not be later than the Ist. The 
shortage of this crop seems to be increased, 
as so much of it is opening before maturing. 
Corn is maturing and much of it is ready 
to gather, but farmers are neglecting 
everything in order to pick their cotton. 
The corn crop has been seriously injured 
by the drought. Potatoes are small and 
inferior in quality. There will be absolute- 
ly no turnips from the seed which has 
been sown, as the ground was too dry and 
hard to allow germination, Gardens are 
burnt up and it is with the greatest diffi- 
culty that any vegetables at all can be had. 
Pastures are also failing, and in a number 
of places it is difficult to get stock water. 


Northern Georgia. 


“The conditions throughout the northern 
counties have remained about the same as 
they have been for some weeks. Warm 
days, with abundant sunshine, followed by 
cool nights, and a total-absence of rain, 
have been the predominating features. As 
a natural result, crops continue to fail, and 
the outlook grows more and more gloomy 
to the farmer. Cotton, which is opening 
rapidly and prematurely, is about all open, 
and is being picked as fast as possible. In 
a number of counties most of the crop 
has been picked. The yield is not over 
half that of the average year. The dry 
weather has favored cotton picking, but 
has been detrimental to all growing vege- 
tation. It is thought the entire cotton crop 
will have been picked by the first or second 
week in October. Peas are failing rapidly, 
and unless they have good rains very soon 
the crop will be almost nothing. There are 
practically no turnips, as the ground has 
been so dry and hard that the seed could 
not come up. Pastures are drying up and 
stock is falling off. Springs and streams 
are failing, and stock water is getting 
very scarce. Potatoes are very poor. 


Middle Georgia. 


“Another week of dry and warm weather. 
Cotton is about four-fifths open, and is be- 
ing picked as rapidly as possible. Farmers 
are neglecting their corn and other work 
in order to get in their cotton. The bolls 
are opening prematurely, and must be pick- 
ed before the cotton is ruined. Potatoes 
are small and very inferfor. There are no 
turnips. Peas are scarcely worth gather- 
ing. Gardens are completely ruined, every- 
thing is parched and dried up. Pastures 
are very poor, and stock is showing the 
effects of lack of food. Springs, wells and 
streams are drying up. Owing to protract- 
ed drought, there will be no top crop of 
cotton this season. Most of the crop will 
be picked and secured during the next two 
or three weeks. Late crops are nearly all 
ruined by dry weather. No small grain 
can be sown until the ground is moistened 
sufficiently to allow plowing and prepara- 
tion. Some farmers are gathering their 
corn, Which in most localities is fair. 
Pastures are about the only things that 
can now be benefited by rain. In some 
localities, the forest trees are blighted as 
if touched by light frost. The outlook is 
not at all encouraging. 


Southern Georgia. 


“Throughout the southern counties the 
severe drought continues, with very warm 
weather. The effect upon all vegetation is 
most disastrous, and now pastures alone 
would be benefited by rain. Cotton is about 
all open, and many fields have been picked. 
Picking is being pushed with all possible 
dispatch. The entire crop will be secured 
by October Ist. The late crop is ruined. 
Corn is being housed, and is said to be 
an average crop. The pea crop is very 
poor, and farmers will scarcely get back 
the seed. Cane and potatoes -are 
an eitire failure, as a rule.

Weekly Weather and Crop Bulletin. 

Washington, September 15.—Following are 
extracts from the summary of the weekly 
climate and crop bulletin of the weather 
bureau: 

Virginta—Weather fairly favorable for 
late crops and farm work; pastures have 
improved some; prospects for average corn 
crop; cutting, housing and curing tobacco 
under Way: some wheat seeding done; 
prospects for cotton and peanuts shorten- 
ed some by drought. 

North Carolina--Very warm week, with 
almost no rain; water in streams and wells 
failing; sweet potatoes, peas, turnips and 
rice deteriorating; weather favorable for 
picking cotton, which is over half out; also 
favorable for gathering corn atid for hay- 
ing; very little fall plowing or seeding yet 
done; tobacco nearly all housed. 

South Carolina—Clear, hot weather: driest 
week of season: corn entirely made; cotton 
all open and over half picked, entire crop 
will be gathered this month, weather per- 
mitting; vield smaller than previously esti- 
mated; minor crops suffering for rain; too 
dry for fall plowing and seeding. 

Georgia—High temperature during the 
day, cool nights, abundant sunshine, and 
practically no rain were the characteristic 
features for the last several days, and ag 
a result all crops have suffered; cotton 
about all open, and farmers are neglecting 
everything to push ahead picking as rapid- 
ly as possible to save what they ean; 
pastures, gardens and all minor crops fail- 
ing: outlook exceedingly gloomy. 

llorida—kxcellent week for harvesting, 
and crop will be picked before 30th instant 
excepting sections of some southern coun- 
ties; only scattered showers fell, and fall 
crops need rain; portions of northern and 
western counties report streams low with 
pastures failing; exceptional cases where 
corn equals that of previous years; minor 
crops fair. 

Aiabama—Ifot, dry weather continues; 
cotton picking and ginning progressing 
rapidly, and bulk of crop will be gathered 
this month; corn being housed in good 
condition; cane, sweet potatoes and all 
minor crops maturing three to four weeks 
earlier than usual, 

Mississippi—Favorable for harvesting all 
crops generally, cotton picking being push- 
ed forward rapidly; some have finished and 
others nearly finished; scarcity of labor will 
delay the completion of cotton picking in 
some sections; some report slight improve- 
ment in top cottom; drought seriously af- 
fecting fall gardens and ‘stocle’T ~ many 
localities. 

Louisiana—Week warm, with light seat- 
tered showers in northern portion: more gen- 
eral in southern portion, though generally 
insufficient; favorable for harvesting corn, 
hay and rice, and picking cotton: corn 
harvest nearing completion: cotton picking 
pushed; worms injuring late cotton in lo- 
calities; carre variable, but generally good. 

Texas—Dry weather has continued, ex- 
cept in a few sections, and has been favor- 
able for cotton picking, which {fs being 
rushed; the continued drought lessens the 
outlook for a top crop, and in many see.- 
tions there fs no top crop; rain is needed 
badly in the wheat belt, as plowing has 
been seriougly interfered with; corn gath- 
ering continues. 

Arkansas—No tmprovement in condition 
of cotton, and it its now too late for im- 
provement: from one-third to one-half ‘of 
crop picked, and picking has been delayed 
by hot weather: rain much needed for 
potatoes, peas and turnips, and to facilitate 
plowing and seeding of grain. 

Tennessee—Showers principally in eastern 
and middle portfons, of but little benefit, 
conditions remaining practically unchanged: 
corn maturing rapidly; late mostly cut for 
forage; cotton nearly all“open: picking in 
full progress, will be mostly gathered this 
month; weather favorable for saving late 


and an absence of buyers, but later on 
rallied, spot cotton here advanced, the 
southern spot markets were active, the 
exports from the ports were Hberal, New 
Orleans advanced, the south bought and 
shorts covered. The Texas commissioner 
of agriculture reiteratéd his previous esti- 
mate of the Texas crop of 1,750,000 bales.

The weekly 
report said that in Texas the continued 
drought lessens the outlook for a top crop, 
and in many sections there is no top crop.

The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, September 15.—The Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin, in its 
review of the week of the dry goods mar- 
ket, says: The past week has disclosed a 
remarkable degree of strength in the mar- 
ket for most lines of cetton goods, with a 
constant upward tendency in domestics 
and several advances in prints and ging- 
hams. The demand, under the stimulat- 
ing effect of appreciating values, has been 
on a more liberal scale than for a consid- 
erable time past, and a good business has 
been done—most of it, it is true, in antici- 
pation day by day of subsequent advance, 
and more of {ft during the early part of 
the week. In fact, the market, so far as 
volume of business ts concerned, has been 
quiet during the past two days. The gain 
in prices of goods has not by any means 
brought them up to a parity with the high 
price of cotton; and, although there may 
be a temporary pause, there is a strong 
impression prevailing that a still higher 
range of prices will be reached before long 
on leading lines. The failure of Coffin, 
Altemus & Co. yesterday was an unfortu- 
nate feature, as it has been followed by 
rumors of other. difficulties, a some- 
what disturbed condition at close of 
the week,

This buying was suffi- 
cient to absorb all of the offerings from 
the south, either for tmmediate shipment 
or in the form of exporters’ hedges against 
purchases throughout the cotton belt.

‘OPENED WITH WHOOP 


Monday's Election in Maine Did Not 
Enthuse Stock Speculators. 


CLOSE WAS BARELY STEADY 
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Lcsses Extended to 3-8 to 2 7-8 Per 


Cent—No Vim to Wheat, Which 
Closed Lower. 


———— 


New York, September 15.—The stock 
market opened decidedly strong on the 
Maine election and higher cables from Lon- 
don. The prominent issues advanced about 
a point, the shorts being ‘the largest pur- 
chasers. When the demand from this 
source abated the traders, who are bLear- 
ishly inclined for the moment, started into 
sell. In the absence of support they bad 
little difticulty in bringing «bout a lower 
range of prices. There was also considera- 
ble selling by holders who were disappoint- 
ed on account of the rather feeble response 
made by the market to yesterday's election 
in Maine, and this was of assistane to ‘he 
bear manipulators. Tobacco bore the brunt 
of the attack, and fell from 63% to 5944. 
The selling of this stock was based on the 
reduction in plug by the company in order 
to meet western competition. Sugar fell 
nearly 2 per cent to 113% on the declining 
tendency of the market for raws, while 
Chicago Gus was adversely influenced, 
dropping 1% to 58% by Chicago advices that 
Attorney General Molony had renewed the 
fight against the company. The Granger 
group lost 14@2%, the latter in Burlington 
and Quincy. Manhattan fell 2 to 82%, \. est- 
ern Union 14% to 79% and Missouri Pacific 
1 to 17. Rumors of an advance in the Bank 
of England rate of discount on Thursday 
and of the embarrassment of a big dry 
goods firm in this city were used against 
the market. The reports of trouble in the 
dry goods trade, however, could not be 
confirmed. At the decline there was mod- 
erate buying of the dividend pavers, ‘due 
to statements: that commercial conditions in 
New England were improving. FRepore had 
it that a number of mills employing about 
12.00 hands intended starting up sbortly.

Judge Candler Made a Record in the 
Criminal Court Yesterday. 


SENTENCES OF 38 YEARS 


Several Burglars and Thieves Arraign- 
ed for Trial and Sixteen Cases 
Were Disposed of Rapidly. 


The Fulton superior criminal court did 
a big day’s work yesterday. Sixteen cases 
were disposed of and a total of thirty- 
eight years in sentences were imposed, an 
average of about two and one-third years 
for each defendant. 

In two days Judge Candler and Solicit- 
ors Hill and Monaghan have disposed of 
thirty-seven criminal cases out of a total 
on the docket of fifty-nine. The docket 
will be cleared up today or tomrrow and 
the court will adjourn for a short tinte. 

Burglars and common thieves were tried 


yesterday, and the penitentiary will be in- $ 


creased to a considerable extent by the 
work of the court. The shortest sentence 
imposed was one year and the longest ten 
years. Two prisoners got two years each, 
one got five years and one received a ten- 
year sentence. Nine were sentenced to one 
year each, making the total thirty-eight 
years in sentences. 
Truth Wins Reward. 

Ed Smith, Andrew Williams and Will 
Grier were defendants in a burglary case. 
All are young negro boys, Smith being 
only thirteen. He saved himself two years 
by telling Judge Candler the truth about 
his age. When asked about it Ed said 
that he was thirteen. The court expected 
him to claim to be younger in the hope of 
escaping puishment, and Judge Candler 
looked surprised when the boy answered 
“Thirteen,” with a grin on his face. 

“Ed, you are different from nfost ne- 
“Yoo have told the 
truth, and J’ll just give you one year in 
the gang. Let Ed’s pals, Williams and 
go up for three years each, Mr. 
Clerk.”’ 

“The little darky realized for the first 
time that it is better to tefl the truth 
than a lie,’’ said one of the court attaches 
as the boys were hustled out of court. 

The negro, Andrews, while making his 
denial, claimed that he had been intimi- 
dated by detectives at police headquar- 
ters. He said that one of the detectives, 
Green Conn, threatened to whip him with 
a rope and compelled him to confess that 
he had committed the burglary. The wit- 
ness said that in the fear that he would 
be beaten he told the officers that he had 
comnritted the crime charged. 

Some Other Cases. 

George Eley, colored, was arraigned on a 
charge of larceny from the house. The 
case against him appeared to be conclu- 
sive, and the jury brought in a verdict of 
guilty. He was sentenced to a term of 
two years in the penitentiary. 

Jerry Moore, the negro who was arrested 
a short time ago in the belief that he 
burglarized a number of houses, stealing 
some valuable dresses, was placed on trial 
and entered a plea of guilty to the indict- 
ments. The court sent him up for ten 
years. 

Walter Curtright got five years for bur- 
glary. He was accused of stealing some 
clothing from the residence of B, K. Boyd. 

Charles Glenn answered to the charge of 
larceny, and he was sentenced to a three- 
year term. He was convicted of stealing a 
cow. 

Nine prisoners were arraigned on charges 
of larceny, burglary and nisdemeanors, 
and they were sent up for térms of one 
year each. They are: Cliff McCoy, Robert 
Mitchell, Will Jackson, Jasper Green, Mad- 
ison Williams, Hal Watkins, Charles

Theaters Must Pay That Much to the 
County for Each Performance. 


APPLIES TO MUSIC HALLS ALSO 


C.unty Commissioners Receive and 
Open Bids for Furnishing Chert 
for the Year.

The county treasury will be enriched to 
the extent of 50 cents every time a perform- 
ance of any kind is given at any of the 
theaters or music houses of the city. The 
playhouses will be taxed that amount for 
the privilege of providing entertatnment for 
the public. 

Yesterday morning the county commis- 
sioners agreed to assess the theaters that 
2mount in taxes. It is estimated that he 
four theaters will pay about $80 or $100 each 
per annum at that rate per performance. 
The theater men are satisfied with the ag- 
sessment. ° 

No action was taken by the commis- 
stoners on the question of chert bids. Sev- 
eral bids to furnish chert during the year 
were sent in and opened by the board, 
but the matter was referred to a commit- 
tee for investigation. 

Only three members of the board were 
present when Chairman Thompson called 
it to order. Messrs. Forrest Adair and Wal- 
ter R. Brown answered to roll call, while 
Messrs. C. A. Collier and J. J. Spalding 
were absent. The session was a special one 
and no other matters were acted on. 

The several bids to furnish chert were 
as follows: 

H. M. McKeldin, of Atlanta, per ton de- 
livered at Brookwood or other crossing, 80 
cents. 

H. M. McKeldin, delivered Atlanta depot, 
75 cents per ton. 

Alex Bonnyman, of Rome, delivered At- 
lanta, 80 cents per ton. 

Cc. D. Smith & Co., of Birmingham, de- 
livered Atlanta, per ton, % cents. 

All of the bids were referred to the com- 
mittee on public works, consisting of 
Messrs. Spalding, chairman; Brown and 
Adair. 

The Theater Matter. 

The theater license question was taken 
up by the finance committee, Messrs. 
Thompson, Brown and Adair, which com- 
mittee was given power to act by the board 
sometime ago. All of the theater managers 
were present—Messrs. L. DeGive, of the 
Grand and Columbia; Mr. William Sharp, 
manager of the Lyceum, and Mr. W. D. 
Smith, proprietor of the Imperial theater. 
The theatrical men asked for a low tax 
rate on the ground that little money can be 
made by the theaters this season. 

Mr. DeGive said that last season two- 
fifths of the attractions at the Grand lost 
money for the house. There were about 
250 performances and only 150 of them 
were paying attractions and they were by 
no means remunerative to the extent that 
the house made much money. The other 
managers talked in the same vein, The com- 
missioners asked a good many questions 
about the matter and finally adopted the 
following resolution: 

“Re it ordered by the finance committee 
that the license to exhibit theatricals or 
other musical entertainments shall be at the 
rate of 530 cents for each exhibition where 
held in a theater or music hall, which shall 
be collected by the clerk of this board at 
the end of each month, according to the 
statement furnished by the proprietors of 
each of the theaters, accompanied by a 
sworn statement from the secretary or 
manager as to the number of performances 
which may have been held in each theater 
or music hall during. the month.”

Well-Koown Furniture Man Charged 
with Burglary. 


VACANT HOUSES WERE LOOTED 


Detectives Think That the Furniture 


Dealer Is Implicated in the 
Plot. 


Detectives Conn, Walton and Barrett suc- 
ceeded in unearthing one of the biggest 
wholesale robbery schemes that has been 
brought to Hight in inis city for some time. 
As a result A. Springer, a well-known fur- 
niture dealer, was arrested af- 
ternoon and locked in the 
on the charge of burglary. 

Like Jerry Moore, the famous negro who 
stole only ladies’ dresses, this man is ac- 
cused of stealing only mirrows out of va- 
cant houses. It is alleged that he has been 
operating in the city for fully two years, 
and the officers succeeded in finding a clew 
to his identity yesterday for the first time. 

For months innumerable cases have been 
reported to the authorities where thieves 
had entered vacant houses and had taken 
the mirrors from the cabinet mantels. Resi- 
dences in all pafts of the city have been 
robbed in like manner, and it has been a 
heretofore inexplicable problem with the 
officials. 

There is no telling the exact value of the 
glass that has been stolen. The amount 
will no doubt run up into the thousands of 
dollars. Over a hundred dollars’ worth of 
the goods were recovered yesterday, and 
another lot will no doubt follow today. 

The officials are not sure that Springer 
has been doing the sfealing himself. The 
detectives are rather inclined, however, to 
think that he has. If he is not guilty, per- 
sonally, the officers state he has confeder- 
ates, and that he has been operating the 
scheme for his sole benefit. It 1s alleged 
that he had gone into the business for all 
it was worth, and that he has shipped 
loads of te stolen glass from the city. 

The officers have been working on the 
case for months. Yesterday morning De- 
tective Conn happened to step into the es- 
tablishment at 38 Decatur street, and his 
eagle eye fell onto a lot of mirrors. He 
inquired as to where they had come from 
and the proprietor stated that he had 
bought the glass from Springer. 

Conn recognized his clew and went to the 
station house for Officer Walton. The two 
then went to Springer’s store at 46 Decatur 
street, in company with John J. Wood- 
sides, who has been a heavy loser. Spring- 
er at urst refused to allow the officers to 
search his store without a warrant. Mr. 
Woodsides was dispatched for the docu- 
ment, but while he was gone Springer re- 
lented, and about $100 worth of the mirrors 
were found. The goods Were transferred to 
the station house and Springer was locked 
up. Springer states he is innocent of the 
charge of burglary. He claims he bought 
the goods from a negro boy who brought 
the glass to his establishment for sale. 

Springer was released on bond last night. 
He will probably be given a preliminary 
hearing today in one of the justice courts 
and will be prosecuted.

He does all he can 
to worry them, and his youth and small 
size prevent them from punishing him as 
he should be. 

The case of “Biscuit” has shown how 
badly in need of a reformatory the city is, 
and all prominent citizens are of the opin- 
ion that one should’ be built as sogp as 
possible. Solicitor Hill and other promt- 
nent lawyers think that the chaingang is 
no place for him. There he will associate 
with some of the worst characters of the 
county, and will in all probability be worse 
when he comes out than he was when he 
was sent there.
